National Security Council 
Makes Secret Study

WASHINGTON (AP) - In- 


telligence experts told Presi- 
dent Nixon three years ago a 
settlement resulting in a com- 
munist-controlled South Viet- 
nam "would not necessarily un- 
hinge" the rest of Southeast 
Asia, according to a secret gov- 
ernment study. 


The intelligence officials said 


Hanoi's attempt to push gains 
in the two most vulnerable area 
countries, Cambodia and Laos, 
probably would be limited to 
political agitation, at least at 
the outset. 


Hanoi would be preoccupied, 


for a time at least, with the for- 
midable task of consolidating 
communist rule in South Viet- 
nam," the experts said.

May Be Trapped Air 
Mysterious Snapping Sounds 


By Lawrence Lamb, M.D. 
Dear Dr. Lamb.—I am 25 


years old and have had a 
problem with my chest for 
several months. I have had 
TI3 tests, chest X rays and a 
gastrointestinal s e r i e s . All 
that was found was a duode- 
nal ulcer, which was active 
and treated. When I take a 
deep b r e a t h , I get a dry, 
snapping sound near the bot- 
tom of my breast bone. It is 
irritating and worries me. 
My family doctor, whom I 
have a lot of faith in, told 
me it may be the ulcer caus- 
ing the snapping, but he has 
never heard of such a symp- 
tom in 30 years of practice. 
Could it be the cartilage or 
could it be the ulcer that is 
causing' it? The doctor said 
it might be psychosomatic, 
but my wife also can hear 
this dry snapping when it 
occurs. Once it snaps, I have 
to move around about three 
minutes and then draw an- 
other breath before it will 
snap again.

The most 
likely explanation is t h a t 
there is some air trapped 
somewhere in one of your 
body cavities. 


I would suspect it may be 


some air in the pericardium, 
the sac around the heart. 
This usually causes no pain. 
In such cases, there appar- 
ently is a small leak into the 
sac around the heart from 
the air sacs in the lungs, 
W h e n the heart beats, it 
c a u s e s a knocking sound 
called pneumopericardium. 
Sometimes t h e s e are not 
very loud and can only be 
heard with a stethoscope. In 
other instances, they can be 
heard clear across the room. 
They are usually fairly con- 
sistent and your history of 
only noting it with a deep 
breath suggests that, in the 
p r o c e s s of taking a deep 
breath, your heart and the 
accumulation of air in the 
sac get in the right position 
to make this sound tempo- 
rarily.

And they also have gen- 
erous expense accounts and 
provide themselves with var- 
i o u s 'operating expenses' 
like automobiles for their 
private use." 


S e y m o u r questions the 


owners contention that many 
t e a m s ''perennially lose 
money." "These are multi- 
millionaires, 
big 
business- 


men who own teams," he 
said. "You can't stay in busi- 
ness year after year and lose 
money. For example, CBS, 
which owns the Yankees; 
August Busch, who owns An- 
heuser-Busch breweries, and 
Finley, a great insurance 
magnet, use their teams as 
tax write-offs." 


Bill Veeck, once owner of 


the Indians, White Sox and 
St. Louis Browns, agrees. In 
his b o o k, "The Hustler's 
Handbook," he details the 
complicated method in which 
rich businessmen buy ball 
clubs on behalf of a corpo- 
rate empire and then "use 
the depreciation write-off (of 
players) on total corporate 
profits even if the ball club 
itself hasn't made enough 
profit to cover it." 


And, 
of course, the ramifi- 


cations for a businessman- 
baseball owner are incalcul- 
able 
in 
a 
profit-and-loss 


statement. As Short, owner 
of the Washington Senators- 
T e x a s Rangers, has said, 
"Sportspage i d e n t i f i c a- 
tion helps my trucking busi- 
ness so much that (my ball- 
club) will be worth the price 
(he paid $9 million for it in 
1969) 
if they just manage to 


break even." 


And it's rather easy to 


at least break even, espe- 
cially when shifts of fran- 
chises and, then, the profit- 
able 
spiraling 
of 
selling 


clubs from one wealthy con- 
glomerate owner to another 
can, u n d e r tax loopholes, 
duck the Internal Revenue 
Service. 


"It is quite possible for a 


big-league club to go on for- 
ever \v i t h o u t ever paying 
any income tax," said Bill 
Veeck. "The owners play 
the 'Star-Spangled Banner' 
b e f o r e every game. You 
want them to" pay income 
taxes, too?"
